Mr. Shepherd Says the Pasadena 
“Anti-Ritualist” Has Utterly Mis- 
represented the Condition of Things in 
Ontario Episcopal Church. 


ONTARIO, Oct. 8.—{From The Times’ 
Correspondent.] B. C. Shepherd, one of 
the leading men of Christ Church par- 
ish, says the people of hig church 
are indignant at the insinuations con- 
tained in Dr. Dowling’s recent letter.

COOKING AT LONG RANGE.
